1 . BRAZILIAN AIRPORT SECURITY MEASURES ARE EFFECTIVE AT THE 
PRESENT TIME. NO MIXING OF SCREENED AND UNSCREENED PASSENGERS 
IS ALLOWED IN TRANSIT LOUNGES OF INTERNATIONAL AIRPORTS IN 
BRAZIL. ALL PASSENGERS IN BRAZILIAN AIRPORTS, ON INTERNATIONAL 
AND DOMESTIC FLIGHTS ARE SCREENED AND REQUIRED TO SHOW 
IDENTIFICATION (IDENTITY CARD OR PASSPORT) BEFORE ENTERING THE 
EMBARKATION AREA OF THE AIRPORT. THIS SCREENING INCLUDES 
CHECKS OF CARRY ON LUGGAGE AND FRISKING ON MOST OCCASIONS. 
PLANS ARE UNDERWAY TO INSTALL ELECTRONIC SCREENING SERVICES FOR 
PASSENGERS AND HAND LUGGAGE AT ALL MAJOR AIRPORTS. 

2. IN JUNE 1974 FAA SECURITY SPECIALISTS CONDUCTED SECURITY 
CHECKS OF INTERNATIONAL AIRPORTS IN BRAZIL SERVED BY U.S. 

AIRLINES. THEY REPORTED BRAZILIAN SECURITY MEASURES TO BE 
EXCELLENT.
